r  EDITORIAL 
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it  has  been  pointed  out  to  us  that  a  number  of  Numismatic  Societies  were  not  included 
in  the  Directory  published  in  the  September  Bulletin. 

We  were  aware  of  this  in  preparing  the  Directory  and  should,  perhaps,  have  made  it 
clear  that  the  information  published  was  compiled  from  our  own  hies  and  if  a  society 
was  not  represented  there  then  it  was  not  included  in  the  Directory.  We  did  give 
several  months'  advance  notice  of  our  intention  to  publish  and  all  societies  which 
responded  were  included. 

We  appreciate  that  being  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  any  society  can  be  an  onerous 
and  often  thankless  position  but,  nevertheless,  we  think  that  the  majority  of  societies 
do  keep  us  informed  of  their  activities.

COVER  STORY 


In  1667  England  and  Holland  had  been  at  war  for  some  two  years  during  which  time 
Holland,  supported  by  France  and  Denmark,  had  largely  maintained  the  upper  hand 
in  naval  supremacy.  A  notable  exception  to  this  was  the  defeat  of  the  Dutch  by  the 
English  fleet  commanded  by  the  Duke  of  York,  Prince  Rupert  and  the  Earl  of 
Sandwich  off  Lowestoft  on  3  June  1665.  Another  victory  was  achieved  by  the  English 
in  July,  but  thereafter  the  Dutch  rallied  and,  in  June  1667,  a  fleet  under  the  command 
of  Admiral  De  Ruyter  attacked  and  burned  the  English  ships  at  Chatham. 

This  period  was,  for  England,  the  low  point  of  the  war  and,  despite  the  undoubted 
successes  enjoyed  by  the  Dutch,  both  protagonists  were  willing  to  enter  into  negotia¬ 
tions  which  took  place  at  Breda  in  Holland  between  21  and  31  July  1667.  Breda  w'as 
the  town  where  Charles  II  resided  during  his  exile  from  England. 

By  the  Peace  of  Breda,  England  obtained  Antigua,  Monserrat,  St.  Kitts,  Cape 
Coast  Castle  and  New  Amsterdam;  Holland  retained  Guiana  and  Surinam  and  France 
retained  Acadia. 

The  medal,  by  Christopher  Adolfszoon,  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  (U226  in  the 
Sales  List)  was  struck  in  Holland  and  commemorates  the  Peace  of  Breda.  In  Medal! ic 
Illustrations  of  the  History  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  we  read:  "The  device  of  the 
medal  presents  the  usual  allusions.  Peace  tramples  upon  arms;  Holland  tramples  upon 
Discord;  but  with  these  there  was  more  serious  matter.  The  burning  ships  in  the 
distance  allude  to  the  burning  of  the  English  ships  at  Chatham,  13  June  [O.S.],  1667. 
The  allusion  to  this  attack  upon  a  medal,  struck  by  authority  of  the  States  upon  the 
establishment  of  peace,  as  well  as  the  motto  'MALA  BESTIA',  which  was  applied  by 
the  evil-disposed  to  Charles  himself,  gave  great  offence.  Official  remonstrances  were 
made  to  the  Dutch  government,  a  formal  apology  offered,  the  insult  was  disclaimed, 
and  the  dies  were  destroyed.  T  he  wound,  however,  rankled,  and  the  medal  was  one  of 
the  stated  grounds  of  offence  in  the  declaration  ot  war  in  1672.  Brandt,  in  Ins  life  of 
Michael  De  Ruyter,  states  that  1 ,000  ducatons  were  paid  to  the  artist  on  the  dies  being 
destroyed."

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LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Having  read  Mr  David  Walker's  second  article 

(SCMB  July/August  1985)  I  feel  that  there  is  a 
danger  that  he,  and  therefore  presumably 
others,  may  be  trying  to  read  more  into  my 
table  than  I  had  intended.  I  therefore  offer  the 
following  additional  notes  by  way  of  clarifi¬ 
cation. 

Firstly,  I  quite  agree  that  since  Dolley's  1/7 
factor  can  only  be,  at  best,  a  simplification,  it 
would  be  quite  improper  to  use  it  to  deduce  in 
detail  what  did  take  place,  as  distinct  from 
what  in  general  did  not.  The  purpose  of  my 
tables  was  simply  to  show  that  given  the  cer¬ 
tainty  of  a  purge  of  moneyers  between  types 
XIV  and  XV,  as  Mr.  Walker’s  own  tables 
clearly  demonstrate,  there  could  have  been  no 
comparable  monetary  upheaval  at  any  time 
after  type  VII,  thereby  placing  the  so-called 
“moneyers'  tragedy”  firmly  in  the  middle  of 
Class  XIV. 

It  is  also  quite  true  that  in  my  tables  the 
greatest  variance  from  the  “expected”  survival 
rate  occurs  in  the  three  least  uncommon  types. 
However,  it  should  not  be  overlooked  that  in 
the  case  of  the  two  types  most  germane  to  the 
issue,  numbers  VII  and  X,  the  error  is  on  the 
plus  side,  i.e.  there  are  even  more  survivors 
than  expected,  thus  reinforcing  my  argument. 
Only  type  XIII  shows  an  error  on  the  negative 
side,  suggesting  that  either  the  two  types  were 
not  consecutive,  or,  possibly,  that  not  quite  all 
moneyers  had  received  (or  commenced  using) 
their  Class  XIV  dies  by  Christmas  1124. 

Particularly  interesting  is  Mr  Walker's  point 
that  a  2-year  cycle  would  invalidate  the  basis  of 
my  tables.  In  fact,  if  a  2/3  correction  is  applied 
to  Dolley’s  1/7  and  the  calculations  re-worked. 


the  error  on  types  VII  and  X  is  all  but  elimi¬ 
nated,  at  the  expense  of  increasing  that  for 
Type  XIII.  However,  I  do  not  think  that  there 
is  a  great  deal  to  be  gained  in  pursuing  this  line 
of  investigation  much  further;  one  can  spend 
many  happy  hours  refining  the  maths  and  end 
up  proving  very  little  more  than  that  some¬ 
thing  somewhere  does  not  add  up— which  was, 
after  all,  the  whole  basis  of  my  argument  in  the 
first  place! 

In  any  event,  I  would  certainly  not  advocate 
there  having  been  a  2-year  cycle  in  operation 
for  the  whole  reign:  it  is  my  belief  that  for  an 
explanation  of  the  excessive  numbers  of  types 
we  must  look  to  a  combination  of  some  or  all 
of  the  following  special  factors; — 

i)  A  temporary  one  or  'two-year  cycle 
introduced  in  or  soon  after  1108,  to 
combat  the  forgery  problem, 

ii)  Two  or  more  “types”  running  concur¬ 
rently  in  a  single  3-year  period.  (Mr. 
Peter  Seaby  has  kindly  drawn  my  at¬ 
tention  to  the  great  similarity  in  de¬ 
sign  between  types  VIII  and  XII 
which  is  somewhat  masked  by  their 
diversity  of  style). 

iii)  At  least  one  premature  withdrawal.  (I 
cannot  believe  that  Type  XI  lasted 
any  longer  than  it  took  the  Court 
Busybody  to  draw  the  King's  atten¬ 
tion  to  his  new  portrait). 

iv)  (For  which  I  freely  admit  I  have  no 
basis  other  than  a  strong  personal 
hunch.)  The  possibility  that  not  all  of 
the  fifteen  are  true  and  substantive 
penny  types. — J.  D.  GOMM,  Lon¬ 
don.

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ANGLO-SAXON  COINS  by  Simon  Keynes  and 
Mark  Blackburn.  Fitzwilliam  Museum,  Cam¬ 
bridge.  1985.  211  x  149mm.  48pp.  108  illus¬ 
trations  in  the  text;  and  a  map.  Paper  covers. 
£1.95  +  55p.  for  p.  &  p. 

This  excellent  little  booklet  arises  from  a 
superb  exhibition  of  selected  Anglo-Saxon 
coins  that  has  been  mounted  at  the  Fitzwilliam 
Museum,  Cambridge,  to  mark  two  notable 
events;  the  inauguration  of  the  new  Cripps 
Gallery  (named  after  Dr.  Humphrey  Cripps 
who  generously  supported  the  gallery)  and  the 
conference  of  the  International  Society  of 
Anglo-Saxonists  held  in  Cambridge  this  sum¬ 
mer.  In  effect  the  booklet  is  a  catalogue  of  the 
exhibition  but  in  actuality  it  is  much  more  than 
that.  It  is  a  short,  succinct  and  well  illustrated 
introduction  to  Anglo-Saxon  coins.  The  Intro¬ 
duction  and  ‘Anglo-Saxon  coinage  and  the  his¬ 
torian'  by  SK  is  a  very  readable  and  informative 
account  of  the  coinage  and  especially  its  con¬ 
text.  The  detailed  catalogue  is  the  work  of  MB 
and  falls  into  six  major  chronological  sections, 
each  preceded  by  a  page  of  commentary,  linked 
by  references  to  the  relevant  coins.  Each  coin  is 
illustrated  at  actual  size  alongside  its  catalogue 
description  that  carries  full  references  and, 
where  possible,  provenances.  An  enlargement 
of  the  splendid  portrait'  coin  of  Offa  (no.  25) 
by  the  moneyer  Eadhun  makes  a  fine  frontis¬ 
piece  to  the  booklet. 

The  exhibition,  and  therefore  the  booklet, 
covers  from  the  Continental  gold  coins  found  in 
England.  Germanic  and  Merovingian,  down  to 
the  Hiberno-Norse  issues  of  c.  1065-95.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  the  Roman  prototypes  ex¬ 
hibited  alongside  appropriate  Anglo-Saxon 
pieces.  In  the  exhibition  gallery  the  majority  of 
coins  on  display  (and  all  108  in  the  catalogue) 
are  clearly  seen  in  the  additional  enlarged  x  II 
photographs  that  accompany  them.  A  nice 
touch  complementing  the  numismatic  display 
are  the  supplementary  enlarged  photographs  of 
selected  Anglo-Saxon  sites  such  as  the  Sutton 
Hoo  ship  burial  site  and  the  superb  church  at 
Earls  Barton,  etc.  Not  in  the  catalogue  but 
shown  in  the  exhibition  is  a  selection  from  the 
famed  Cuerdale  hoard,  including  ingots. 
Another  feature  is  an  explanation  of  the  Runic 
alphabet,  plus  additional  coins  to  illustrate  it. 

One-fifth  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  coins  in  the 
catalogue  (i.e.  22)  are  pieces  that  are  not  in  the 
Cambridge  Sylloge  so  the  publication  of  this 
alone  is  an  important  addition  to  the  literature. 
Also  of  particular  interest  is  a  note  on  the 


important  Ashdon  hoard  of  some  70  silver 
pennies  of  the  time  of  Alfred  the  Great,  found 
in  1984.  Most  of  the  hoard  is  shown  in  the 
exhibition.  This  is  the  first  hoard  found  in  East 
Anglia  that  reflects  the  earliest  phase  of  Viking 
coinage.  Fortunately  the  finder,  Mr.  Bob  Spall, 
properly  reported  the  pieces  and  the  hoard, 
which  had  been  widely  scattered  over  about  120 
square  feet  and  up  to  18  inches  deep,  was 
largely  recovered  under  controlled  conditions. 
This  greatly  added  to  our  knowledge  of  the 
coinage  of  the  period,  especially  from  the  asso¬ 
ciation  of  four  ninth-century  Continental 
pieces.  Had  it  been  dispersed,  as  so  sadly  often 
happens  nowadays,  scholarship  would  have 
been  the  poorer. 

The  booklet  is  extremely  well  produced  and 
is  a  tribute  not  only  to  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum 
and  the  two  authors  but  also  to  Terry  Volk  who 
not  only  devised  and  edited  it  but  who  was  also 
responsible  for  the  design  of  the  Gallery  where 
this  exhibition,  that  should  not  be  missed,  is 
housed.  The  exhibition  is  only  open  from  10 
a.m.-12  p.m.,  Tuesdays  to  Fridays  (due  to  lack 
of  staff  brought  about  by  the  widespread  cut¬ 
backs  that  the  museum  world  has  experienced) 
but  it  is  well  worth  the  effort  made  to  view  it. 
The  booklet  stands  on  its  own  as  a  highly 
recommended  and  very  reasonably  priced 
addition  to  any  numismatist's  or  historian's 
library.

ACQUISITIONS  OF  BADGES  ( 1978-1982)  by 
Philip  Attwood.  British  Museum  Occasional 
Paper  No.  55,  London.  1985.  299  x  214mm. 
44pp.  +  4  plates.  Paper  covers.  £5.50,  including 
postage;  obtainable  direct  from  the  British 
Museum,  London  WC1B  3DG. 

Badges  in  the  general  sense  of  the  word  are 
not  items  that  we  would  normally  associate  with 
the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  in  the 
British  Museum;  they  belong  more  to  the  world 
of  paranumismatics’.  However,  as  Philip 
Attwood  points  out,  not  only  is  the  origin  of  the 
word  'badge'  unknown  but  also  it  has  a  proud 
ancestry  in  such  objects  as  the  ‘Forlorn  Hope’ 
medal  of  Charles  I  which  the  king  himself  des¬ 
cribed  as  a  'badge'  in  1643.  The  short  Introduc¬ 
tion  to  this  Occasional  Paper  is  an  interesting 
review  of  the  badge,  culminating  nowadays  in 
the  plethora  that  one  sees  in  the  shops  of 
Carnaby  Street. 

Careful  cataloguing  sets  out  the  different 
types  ol  badge  and  of  attachment,  their  mater¬ 
ial  and  other  details.  The  catalogue  arrange- 
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merit  is  alphabetical  by  country  but  with  Great 
Britain  taking  precedence  at  the  head  of  the 
list.  There  are  indexes  of  manufacturers, 
legends  and  a  general  index.  The  four  plates 
illustrate  63  out  of  the  503  badges  listed  and 
catalogued. 

This  is  an  intriguing  and  unusual  aspect  of 
‘numismatic’  study;  the  commentaries  concern¬ 
ing  the  background  to  the  issuance  of  certain 


badges  is  most  interesting.  Certainly,  since 
badges  can  form  the  subject  of  a  small  mono¬ 
graph  from  a  national  museum  as  here,  one  will 
perhaps  look  with  fresh  interest  at  the  badges 
sported  on  the  lapels  (or  elsewhere)  of  so  many 
people  nowadays  and  realise  that  they  are  not 
only  a  reflection  of  people's  thoughts  and 
beliefs  but  also  an  art  form  in  themselves.

BRM  master  gives  portrait  to  ANA.  With  the 
comment  that  “we  take  North  American  col¬ 
lectors  very  seriously”.  Dr.  Jeremy  Gerhard, 
master  of  the  British  Royal  Mint,  presented 
the  American  Numismatic  Association  with  an 
electrotype  of  the  new  medallic  portrait  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  II  at  the  Baltimore  conven¬ 
tion. 

The  new  effigy,  by  Raphael  Maklouf,  was 
chosen  from  among  designs  submitted  by  17 
artists  of  Britain  and  the  Commonwealth, 
Gerhard  said,  and  issued  on  British  coins  start¬ 
ing  January  1  of  this  year. 

The  electrotype  was  accepted  by  ANA  Pre¬ 
sident  Q.  David  Bowers  for  placement  in  the 
ANA  museum  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo. 

The  presentation  took  place  at  a  reception 
hosted  by  Gerhard  at  which  he  remarked  that 
he  oversees  the  production  of  coins  for  about 
60  countries  around  the  globe,  and  that  North 
American  collectors  have  shown  great  interest 
in  these  coins. — Burnett  Anderson  in  World 
Coin  News ,  10  September  1985. 

Israeli  currency.  The  Israeli  Knesset  or  Parlia¬ 
ment  yesterday  unanimously  approved  a  Bill 
reforming  the  Israeli  currency  to  keep  pace 
with  inflation.  The  new  shekel  worth  1,000 
existing  ones  will  become  legal  tender  tomor¬ 
row. — The  Irish  Times ,  3  September  1985. 


One-time  “gold  guru”  Jonathan  Hefferlin, 
whose  reports  on  gold  prices  appeared  three 
times  daily  on  Los  Angeles-area  television,  has 
been  sentenced  to  four  years  in  a  California 
state  prison  on  charges  of  defrauding  customers 
of  $380,000. 

Hefferlin  was  convicted  March  18  after  bank¬ 
ruptcy  proceedings,  initiated  in  1981,  revealed 
that  Hefferlin's  gold  and  silver  shop  was  several 
million  dollars  in  debt  and  was  selling  gold  coins 
it  had  received  for  storage,  without  his  cus¬ 
tomers'  approval. 

Hefferlin  is  appealing  the  decision. — Coin, 
World,  19  June  1985. 

Tanner  is  coming  back — as  a  lOp.  The  British 
tanner  will  be  making  a  comeback  as  a  lOp 
piece,  the  Royal  Mint  confirmed  today. 

A  new  10p  coin,  the  size  of  the  old  sixpence, 
which  was  taken  out  of  circulation  in  1980, 
could  return  in  the  1990s. 

And  a  major  shake  up  now  being  considered 
could  even  bring  back  another  old  favourite — a 
multisided  coin  like  a  threepenny  bit,  this  time 
worth  5p. 

Tests  on  the  new  style  tanner  are  being 
carried  out  on  a  sample  group,  including  blind 
people  at  Nottingham  University. — Evening 
Press,  24  September  1985.

INTERNATIONAL  NUMISMATIC  COMMISSION 

The  Council  of  the  International  Numismatic  Commission  held  its  annual  meeting  on 
26-27  August,  1985  in  Munich,  West  Germany  in  the  rooms  of  the  Bavarian 
Academy.  Those  present  included:  Robert  Carson,  President  (England),  Peter  Berg- 
haus,  Vice-President  (West  Germany),  Istvan  Gedai,  Vice-President  (Hungary), 
KoIbjOrn  Skaare,  Secretary  (Norway),  Herbert  Cahn,  Treasurer  (Switzerland), 
Michael  Bates  (USA),  and  j-B  Giard  (France). 

On  opening  the  meeting  the  President  expressed  the  regret  of  the  Council  at  the  sad 
death  of  the  representative  from  Italy,  Ernesto  Bernareggi  (Milan).  The  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting  of  the  council  in  Berlin  and  Dresden  on  26-28  March,  1984,  published 
in  the  Compte  Rendu  31  (1984)  were  formally  adopted.  Because  of  the  absence  of  the 
President  in  Australia  during  the  past  year,  the  Vice-President,  Peter  Berghaus 
presented  a  report  on  the  principal  activities  in  that  period.  These  included  his 
attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Organising  Committee  for  the  Congress  to  be  held  in 
London  in  September,  1986,  and  the  arrangements  for  the  numismatic  section  meeting 
at  the  Congress  of  CIHS  in  Stuttgart  and  the  papers  to  be  read  there  on  29  August, 
1985.  The  Treasurer  presented  the  accounts  for  1984  and  the  budget  for  1985  which 
were  approved.  Despite  some  resignations,  the  membership  of  the  Commission  now 
amounts  to  112  from  36  countries,  and  the  accession  of  seven  new  members  from 
Germany,  Austria,  Belgium,  Hungary,  Morocco  and  Switzerland  was  welcomed. 

The  editor  of  the  Newsletter ,  Herbert  Cahn,  reported  that  two  issues  had  been 
published  in  the  past  year,  and  that  another  was  due  to  be  published  in  1985.  His 
circulars  to  members  requesting  news  had  elicited  replies  from  only  25%  of  the 
membership,  and  he  renewed  his  appeal  to  be  supplied  with  as  much  information  as 
possible  for  future  issues.  The  Compte  Rendu  31,  containing  amongst  other  articles, 
contributions  on  the  history  of  the  cabinets  of  Stuttgart  and  Karlsruhe,  was  tabled.  It 
was  agreed  that  the  next  number  should  follow  the  normal  pattern,  with,  it  was  hoped. 
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contributions  on  the  history  and  content  of  cabinets  not  already  recorded  in  the  United 
Kingdom  where  the  next  international  numismatic  congress  would  be  held  in  1986. 

A  report  on  the  arrangements  for  this,  the  10th  International  Numismatic  Congress 
m  London  on  8-12  September,  1986  was  presented  by  John  Kent,  Chairman  of  the 
Organising  Committee.  The  preparation  of  the  Survey  of  Numismatic  Research  ( 1979- 
1984)  was  well  in  hand,  arrangements  for  the  accommodation  at  the  Congress  and  for 
those  attending  had  been  made,  and  offers  of  papers  to  be  read  were  now  being 
scrutinised.  A  circular  for  application  to  attend  would  be  sent  out  towards  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  designs  of  the  commemorative  medal  to  be  issued  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Congress  were  produced  for  Council’s  inspection.  Arrangements  were  also  being 
made  to  hold  the  plenary  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Saturday  13  September,  1986. 

Offers  to  organise  the  1 1th  International  Numismatic  Congress  have  been  received 
from  three  members:  the  Hungarian  Numismatic  Society  (Magyar  Numizmatikai 
Tarsulal),  the  Italian  Numismatic  Society  (Societa  Numismatica  Italiana),  and  the 
Royal  Numismatic  Society  (Societe  Royale  de  Numismatique  de  Belgique).  A  final 
decision  on  this  event  was  deferred  to  the  plenary  meeting  of  the  Commission  in 
September  1986. 

A  proposal  from  the  Centro  Internazionale  di  Studi  Numismatici  in  Naples  to 
appoint  to  its  Council  two  new  members,  Kenneth  Jenkins  and  Nicola  Parise  was 
approved.  Council  discussed  and  decided  on  some  amendments  to  the  constitution. 
These  would  be  circulated  to  members  in  advance  of  the  plenary  meeting  in  1986.  Paul 
Naster  (Leuven),  chairman  of  the  sub-committee  for  the  Sylloge  Nummorum  Grae¬ 
corum ,  presented  a  report  on  the  progress  of  the  project.  Though  no  new  part  had 
been  published  in  the  past  year,  fascicules  of  the  collections  of  Aarhus  University 
(Denmark)  and  of  the  Staatliche  Munzsammlung,  Munich  were  in  press.  A  number  of 
further  fascicules  from  collections  in  twelve  countries  were  in  course  of  preparation. 
Reports  were  also  made  on  other  projects  under  the  patronage  of  the  Commission.  Of 
the  Lexicon  leonographieum  Mytliologiae  Classicae  volume  III  had  gone  to  press  in 
Spring  1985.  From  a  report  on  Numismatic  Literature  published  by  the  American 
Numismatic  Society  it  emerged  that  difficulties  were  being  experienced  in  securing  full 
and  timely  information.  To  overcome  this,  an  appeal  was  made  to  national  editors  and 
authors  of  all  books  and  articles  to  supply  titles  and  abstracts  as  promptly  as  possible.  It 
was  suggested  that  a  meeting  of  national  editors  and  a  representative  of  ANS  be  held 
at  the  London  Congress  to  give  publicity  to  the  project  and  discuss  its  problems. 

Receptions  for  the  Council  were  given  by  Bayerische  Staatregierung  and  by  the 
Verband  der  Deutschen  Miinzhandler.  Ttvmark  the  occasion  of  the  meeting  a  lecture 
on  the  history  of  the  Staatliche  Miinzammlung,  Munich,  was  given  by  its  Director,  Dr 
Wolfgang  Hess. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  on  22-23  May,  1986  at  The 
Hague,  The  Netherlands,  subject  to  confirmation.

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A  FORGED  JAMES  I  LENNOX 

FARTHING 

by  DAVID  SYMONS 


In  1984  members  of  the  Sawtry  Archaeological  Society  undertook  a  limited  excavation 
in  the  churchyard  of  the  demolished  church  of  St.  Andrew,  Sawtry,  Huntingdon, 
Cambridgeshire.  During  the  course  of  that  work  two  coins  and  a  jetton  were  discovered. 
The  jetton  is  a  sixteenth  century  Nuremberg  specimen,  while  the  first  coin  is  a  silver 
sixpence  of  William  III,  dated  1697  and  struck  at  the  Bristol  mint.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  this  has  been  lightly  clipped  (from  about  6  o’clock  to  10  o’clock  on  the  obverse)  and 
then  re-milled  by  hand. 

By  far  the  most  significant,  however,  of  the  three  finds  was  the  second  coin,  which  is 
the  subject  of  this  note1.  This  is  a  contemporary  forgery  of  a  copper  farthing  of  James  I, 
copying  a  Lennox  “round"  of  Type  3c2.  The  flan,  which  measures  approximately  17mm. 
in  diameter,  is  extremely  thin  and  has  been  damaged  at  one  side.  Its  weight  is  0.43g. 
compared  with  the  minimum  6  grains  (0.39g.)  specified  by  the  crown  and  the  9  grains 
(0.58g.)  which  is  the  norm  for  the  issue.  A  large  hole  has  been  punched  rather  brutally 
through  the  flan  from  the  reverse. 

Both  designs  have  been  struck  badly  off  centre.  Of  the  obverse  it  is  possible  to  make 
out  the  start  and  finish  of  the  legend,  IACO  [....]  AG:BRI,  but  the  initial  mark  is 
unrecognisable.  Most  of  the  crown  and  crossed,  lis-headed  sceptres  can  be  seen, 
although  the  piercing  has  cut  through  the  upper  left-hand  portion  of  the  crown.  There 
are  seven  jewels  on  the  circlet  of  the  crown,  rather  than  the  proper  five.  Furthermore, 
the  crossed  sceptres  are  shown  emerging  from  below  the  crown  rather  than  passing 
through  it3.  There  is  a  large  blank  area  above  the  surviving  portion  of  the  design. 

The  reverse  is  in  an  even  worse  condition.  Only  [....]  RA  [....]  survives  of  the 
legend  and  most  of  the  harp  is  similarly  off  the  flan.  The  harp  is  surmounted  by  a  crown 
with  at  least  six  jewels  on  the  circlet,  the  right-hand  side  of  the  crown  being  defaced  by 
the  piercing.  A  large  area  above  and  to  the  right  of  the  surviving  design  is  plain  but  for  a 
short  arc  of  a  second  beaded  circle  which  appears  at  the  right-hand  edge  of  the  flan.  This 
presumably  represents  another  striking  of  the  reverse  design. 

Given  the  fact  that  these  finds  come  from  a  churchyard  it  is  interesting  to  speculate 
whether  they  may  represent  discards  from  an  ecclesiastical  collection  plate.  The 
sixpence  has  been  tampered  with,  which  may  have  prejudiced  someone  against  it,  but 
this  seems  unlikely  given  the  state  of  English  coinage  in  the  eighteenth  century4.  This 
probably  represents  a  genuine  loss.  The  jetton,  on  the  other  hand,  would  be  of  no  value 
to  anyone  while  the  forgery  described  here  has  been  summarily  pierced  to  remove  it 
from  circulation.  Perhaps,  therefore,  we  see  here  evidence  of  the  thrift  of  some  at  least 
of  the  parishioners  of  St.  Andrew’s.

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SIR  E.  THOMASON:  MANUFACTURER

Edward  Thomason,  who  became  one  of  the  chief  manufacturers  of  tokens,  was  born  in 
Birmingham  in  1769,  the  son  of  a  button  manufacturer.  In  1 786  he  entered  Matthew 
Boulton’s  Soho  Works  as  an  apprentice  and  in  1793,  his  father  having  retired,  he  took 
over  the  business  which  he  greatly  extended  to  include  gilt  articles,  silver  and  gold  plate 
and  medals  and  tokens.  The  last  of  these  items  flourished  exceedingly  because  he  was 
able  to  take  advantage  of  the  shortage  of  copper  coins  during  the  Napoleonic  Wars, 
which  caused  great  difficulty  for  employers  to  pay  their  work  people’s  wages.  For 
example,  in  1811  he  manufactured  some  two  million  tokens  for  Samuel  Fereday  of 
Bilston  who  was  the  leading  ironmaster  of  his  time  and  had  upwards  of  5,000  people  in 
his  employ. 

Thomason’s  factory  in  Birmingham  had  over  the  doors  copies  of  the  bronze  horses 
which  used  to  appear  on  the  front  of  St.  Mark's  Cathedral  in  Venice,  which  were  made 
by  some  nameless  sculptor  in  ancient  Greece  or  Rome.  Thomason  cast  several  statues 
in  bronze  and  also  made  a  copy  of  the  Warwick  Vase  which  is  now  in  Aston  Hall, 
Birmingham. 

In  1796  Thomason  submitted  to  the  Admiralty  a  model  of  a  fire  ship  propelled  by 
steam  and  steered  automatically  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  French  warships.  It  was 
not  adopted.  In  1815  he  struck  a  token  for  the  use  of  the  fishing  population  of  the 
Magdalen  Islands  in  the  St.  Fawrence  River,  Quebec  and  about  this  time  he  commenced 
a  series  of  some  60  silver  medals  three  inches  in  diameter  illustrating  events  in  the  Bible 
founded  on  famous  paintings  by  the  old  masters,  mainly  Italian  and  Dutch,  and  many  of 
these  he  presented  to  the  European  heads  of  state  and  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States  from  whom  he  received  in  return  presents  in  the  form  of  gold  medals,  snuffboxes, 
a  diamond  ring  etc.  and  eight  foreign  orders  of  knighthood  including  that  of  the  Red 
Eagle  of  Prussia.  In  1832  he  was  knighted  by  William  IV. 

In  1844  he  retired  from  business  and  moved  to  Warwick  where  he  died  on  May  29, 
1849.  He  was  buried  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Birmingham. 

A  very  rare  token  exists,  which  may  never  have  gone  into  circulation,  with  a  fine  bust 
of  Sir  Edward  Thomason  facing  left.  On  the  reverse  is  the  inscription  “Token  for  one 
penny  1811”.  There  is  also  a  farthing  token  for  Birmingham  with  a  building  on  the 
obverse  “Thomason’s  Manufactory  Birmingham  ".  The  Royal  Arms,  with  “Horn  Soit 
qui  Mai  y  Pense”  and  “Dieu  et  mon  Droit  "  appear  on  the  reverse. 
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THE  PURSUIT  OF  EXCELLENCE

The  Pursuit  of  Excellence’  is  the  slogan  selected  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  to 
identify  its  programme  over  the  next  three  years  that  will  culminate  in  the  Winter 
Olympics  at  Calgary  in  1988.  On  25  September,  in  the  historic  surroundings  of  the 
headquarters  of  the  Honourable  Artillery  Company  in  City  Road,  London,  the  first 
two  coins  of  the  projected  10-coin  series  was  officially  launched  by  Mint  officials  before 
a  select  gathering.  The  coins  have  the  Arnold  Machin  bust  of  Her  Majesty  The  Queen 
on  the  obverse  and  the  reverses  depict  downhill  skiing  and  speed  skating.  They  are 
.925  fine  silver,  contain  one  troy  ounce  of  the  metal,  have  a  diameter  of  40  mm,  are 
edge  lettered,  and  are  available  in  “proof”  finish  only. 


The  first  two  coins  in  the  series  were  presented  by  Mr  Robert  Huot,  Vice  President 
of  Marketing  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint,  to  Dr.  John  Kent,  Keeper  of  Coins  and 
Medals  in  the  British  Museum,  for  addition  to  the  national  collection,  and  a  second 
pair  to  Sir  Arthur  Gold,  Vice  Chairman  of  The  British  Olympic  Committee.  Dr  Kent, 
in  thanking  Mr  Huot,  noted  that  “Coins  provide  a  valuable  insight  into  the  societies 
that  issue  them,  so  they  are  always  of  long  term  interest  to  organisations  of  record  such 
as  the  Museum,  especially  when  they  are  as  attractive  as  these”.  Sir  Arthur  Gold 
welcomed  the  worthwhile  contribution  that  the  issue  of  these  coins  as  collector  items 
will  make  to  the  support  of  the  1988  Winter  Olympics.  Revenues  from  the  coin 
programme  in  the  UK  will  support  British  amatueur  athletes  as  well  as  help  fund  the 
construction  of  the  Olympic  facilities  in  Calgary. 

The  coins  will  be  issued  in  pairs  at  approximately  six  monthly  intervals  leading  up  to 
the  Olympic  Games  in  1988.  The  other  eight  coins  in  the  ten-coin  series  will  show 
hockey,  biathlon,  cross-country  skiing,  free-style  skiing,  figure  skating,  curling,  ski 
jumping  and  bobsled.  The  ten  C$20  silver  coins  will  all  be  legal  tender,  although 
available  in  “proof”  finish  only.  Only  five  million  combined  mintage  for  the  ten  coins 
will  be  struck  and  of  these  350.000  sets  of  ten  have  been  set  aside  for  subscription. 
There  will  be  a  certificate  of  authenticity  given  to  subscribers  to  the  ten-coin  set. 

The  ten  reverse  designs  have  been  created  by  Ian  Stewart  (4),  Friedrick  Peter  (1), 
John  Mardon  (2),  Walter  Ott  (1),  and  Raymond  Taylor  (2).  The  designs  on  the  coins 
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are  extremely  accurate,  the  artist's  original  concept  and  drawings  being  carefully 
checked  for  authenticity  by  the  appropriate  sports  governing  organisations.  Ago 
Aarand,  Director  of  Art  and  Master  Engraver  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint,  com¬ 
mented  that  '“It  was  a  tremendous  challenge  to  recreate  the  beauty  and  detail  of  the 
original  artist's  designs  on  a  coin.  It  takes  a  special  skill  and  years  of  training  to  perfect 
this  art”.  Certainly,  in  examining  the  first  pair  of  coins  available  there  can  be  no  doubt 
as  to  their  quality  of  design  and  finish.  They  have  a  noble  ancestor  in  the  first  Olympic 
coin  ever  issued  which  commemorated  the  chariot  race  victory  of  King  Anaxilas  of 
Sicily  in  480  B.C.  After  that  issue  there  was  a  break  until  Finland  issued  a  silver  500 
markkaa  coin  in  1952  to  support  the  1  lelsinki  Olympic  Summer  Games.  Olympic  coins 
were  subsequently  issued  in  1964  (Austria  and  Japan);  1968  (Mexico);  1972  (Japan  and 
West  Germany);  1976  (Austria  and  Canada);  1980  (Russia),  and  1984  (Yugoslavia  and 
America). 

The  first  two  coins  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint's  programme  are  now  available  in 
Britain  for  £30  each  by  mail  order  from  The  Royal  Canadian  Mint,  P.O.  Box  14,  No.  1 
Warehouse,  Horley  Row,  Horley,  Surrey  RH6  8DW.
